000,000 worth of valuable space has boen given 
away unwittingly by the newspapers of the coun- 
try in ili<> last year, through the machinatioqs of 
these men. 

"Now, a newspaper has just two commodities 
for sale; one is its circulation and tlic otlicr its 
advcrtisintr si>ii<'r. If .i »ii;in lias aii.vtiiiii>? to i>tVi r 
to the public lie sliould be compelled to buy atl- 
TertMng space in which to tell about it. yet dozens
